Lieut. Sllngsby has been here and 
testified that he believes the child to be 
his. It Is said the baby resembles Mrs. 
Sllngsby. 

Two years ago Lieut, and Mrs. 
i&llngnby were present st an Investi¬ 
gation Into the case made by the Cali¬ 
fornia state board of health. At that 
time Mr* Kllngitby testified that the 
child was hsr own. This may open the 
uay for an Indictment for perjury 
against her. 

The testimony of the girl who Is nald
